521 and 531" of page 10, line 1, specification should be "data segments 521 and 522" 
(see fig. 5), 813 cyan of page 12, line 7 cannot be located in fig. 8; and "step 920" "step 
930" of page 13, line 1 should be "step 910" and "step 920" respectively. 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is . 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

2. The drawings are objected to because printer device 130 is misspelled as 
"pointer device," and 813 cyan of page 12, line 7 cannot be located in fig. 8. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application.
